HAVE no information coneerning the death of Dr. Ricarde Ruiz, save what T have read in the Journal, but if the facts are
true, as reported, and American citizens are being murdered in Cuba in cold blood, THE ONLY WAY

SPAIN.,

“I'know not what course Secretary Olney may pursue, but this is no longer a question of helligereney but one of the

“I suppose that, Becretary Olney having requested a full investigation, Consul.General Lee will again promptly call upon the
Spanish authorities for the facts in Ruiz's case, and that if Ruiz's body has been buried it will be exhumed and examined.

“Then ifthe Investigation shows that an American has been murdered, Spain will be asked to make reparation,
“If she refuses to do so the United States ought to force her by declaring war.' We cannat stand idly by and permit the Span-
iardst> butcher Americans as they pleass.

It Is expegted that the Navy Department will be apprised of Lee's additional report to-morrow, and it i= suggested that possibly two ships will
be sent to Havana fram Charleston. That city was made the basis of a supply of 5,000 tons of coal about three weeks ago, and it 45 an easy matter
to dispatel several ships to Cuba without delay, \

the departmernt would not grant such a request at this stage unless it was absolutely necessary for the protection of American lves, This General
Lee knows."” ’

It is mo secret that General Lee and Secrefary Clney are at odds about the course this country should pursue in Cuba, Gen‘eml Lee's message
yesterday was stronget than at first stated,

Despit= the earnest, almost morbid desire of President Cleveland to avoid serious difficulty with Spain during the few remaining hours of his
Administration, the complication lies arisen which may force action., Dr. Ruiz undoubtedly met his death by foml treatment in the Spanish prison at
Guanabacoa, and the refusal by the Spanish officials at Havana of Consul-General Leals demand for an Investigation makes the situation very serious.

That President McKinley will have to change the policy of the State Department in relation to Cuba is unquestioned by any one who is allve to
the state of public sentiment, President Cleveland occupies a position more indifferent tc the wishes of the American people than any autoorat in
Eumpe would dare assume toward the wishes of his subjects,
